An explanatien of the bitterness 
and strife created by the at- 
sit to commemorate the strong 

federal union of 
states which 
grew out of the 
' Confederacy’s 
defeat in the 
Civil War lies in 
the South's 
popular, but in- 
accurate, images 
of its heroes. 


The images of 
the milit ary 
: ‘i leaders 
short with the end of the fighting. 
General Robert E. Lee is re- 
membered as the deeply sorrow- 
ing man who surrendered at Ap- 
pomattox. 


The great pity, for example, is 
that it is not the postwar Lee 
who is the image held in South- 
ern hearts—rather than the sor- 
rowing man at Appomattox. 


There was another Lee. Yet, the § 


General Lee who, after the sur- 
render, devoted his life to the 
education of young men, and who 
urged them to forget sectional- 
ism and be good citizens of the 
United States, is not one fully re- 
vealed in the textbooks of today 
or in the popular legends. 


Thorough Education 


The Lee who spoke from the, 


small college named for George 
Washington, and urged upon the 
South ‘‘the thorough education of 
all classes of people’ as a pri- 
mary need of the region, is all 
but unknown to the South of the 
post-Civil War years. 


The Lee who urged the South 
to “abandon all their local ani- 
mosities and make your sons 
Americans” is ignored. Instead, 
we hear General Lee’s name be- 
ing invoked by those who wish 
to make Southerners feel hostility 
toward their country. 


The Lee who declared, in ad- 
vice to the South, that a major 
aim of every Southerner should 
be to unite in “the allayment of 
passion, the dissipation of preju- 
dice and the restoration of rea- 
son,”” is the Lee largely unknown. 


Yet, this was the real Robert E. 
Lee. It was this Lee who at- 
tempted to provide the leadership 
of the years after Appomattox. 
The passions of lesser men pre- 
vailed over the counsel of Lee, 
who accepted the reality behind 
the polite, generous exchanges at 
Appomattox. 


The South did not proceed in 
mighty effort to educate all 
classes of its people, to allay pas- 
sions, prejudice, to restore the 
rule of reason. It did not accept 
the advice of General Lee to 
“abandon all local animosities 
and make your sons Americans.” 


The Tragedy 


The denial of the real General 
Lee is, in essence, the tragedy of 
the South’s position today. Be- 
cause it did not accept the prin- 
ciples for the new South as laid 
down by him, the most noble 
figure of the Civil War, it still 
has illogical discrimination and 
aberrations of outlook, all its 
classes of people are not well 
educated. 


Too many of the South’s young 
people have not been taught to 
think of themselves first of,all as 
good Americans. Rather, many 
have. been conditioned to react 
first as regionalists, or even more 
narrowly, as. states righters in 


. Opposition to the Union. 


Having thus ignored the best 
leadership, and followed too 
much of the worst, the South has 
been cursed with a blind ortho- 
doxy of defeat, martyrdom, and 
a chip-on-the-shoulder attitude 
which causes them to defend even 
that which is unworthy merely 
because it is Southern. 


It is almost unbelievable that 
at this present point in history, 
Southern leadership should be in 
opposition to the decision of 
courts, and to the simple, neces- 
sary granting of full citizenship 
rights of all citizens. A people 
who would ae to do what is 
right have been grievously de- 
ceived by leaders who have 


sought to make it appear that} high 


the federal government is hos- 
tile to their best interests and 
those of the region. 


The plight of education in the 
South is one of desperation. «Yet, 
there is leadership which de- 
ceives the people by saying that 
the federal government seeks 
socially to mix the races, as if 


schools meant only dances or/ ordered 
parties.

Victory Indicates 
Closer Red Ties

TUNIS, Tunisia — The Algerian 
rebels have elected a left-wing ex- 
tremist to replace Ferhat Abbas, 
a relative moderate as premier 
of their provisional government. 


The new premier is Youssef 
Ben Khedda. 


The Algerian Ministry of In- 
formation announced the _ reor- 
ganization of the provisional gov- 
ernment here Sunday, but the 
changes were actually voted in 
Tripoli during a month-long 
meeting of the National Council 
of the Algerian Revolution that 
is now ending there. 


CLOSER RED TIES 


The reorganization 
that the tough, revolutionary 
wing of the Algerian National 
Liberation Front has _ prevailed 
over the moderates in the coun- 
cil session and that the nation- 
alists will now move much closer 
to the Communist world. 


Two other relative moderates 
also were eliminated from the 
provisional government: Ahmed 
Francis, former minister of 
finance, whose portfolio will be 
held by new Premier Ben Khed- 
da, and Abdel Hamid Mehri, for- 
mer minister of social affairs, 
whose ministry has been elim- 
inated altogether. 


KRIM HOLDS POST 


Belkacem Krim_ retains the 
title of vice premier in the new 
government, but instead of hold- 
ing the portfolio of foreign af- 
fairs he has taken over the Min- 
istry of Interior from Lakdar 
Ben Tobal. Ben Tobal in turn 
has been named a minister of 
state, which title gives him a 
vote in the provisional govern- 
ment but leaves him without a 
specific function. 


Saad Dahlab, formerly secre- 
tary general of Krim’s foreign 
ministry, has been named minis- 
ter in Krim’s place. 


Mohammed Yazid and Abdel 
Hafid Boussouf retain their posts 
as ministers, respectively, of in- 
formation and of arms and liaison, 
and Mohamedi said remains a 
minister of state. 


Mohammed Boudhiaf, who has 
a reputation of a left-wing ex- 
tremist among the prisoner-minis- 
ters, has, significantly, been given 


Ben Halla and Krim. He was for- 
merly only a minister of state. 


The new government also in- 
cludes the five nationalists leaders 
who are French prisoners in 
Chateau de Turquant, as did the 
last one. 


With the hardening of Algerian 
revolutionary line in Tripoli it is 
reported that members of new 
government will spend far more 
time in Algeria itself than has 
been rule for ministers in the past, 
who have seldom, if ever gone into 
the “interior.” :

Road-Building Mastodons 


Iron Out Hills and Curves 


By FRANK WELLS 


The bright August sun glints off the shiny 
metal helmet of the strong-armed man wielding 
the air-powered jack-hammer as he prizes out 
stone on a right of way of a new Georgia high- 
way. 


The giant yellow earth-movers whiz by the 
side of the existing road—carrying tons of red 
Georgia clay at 35 miles per hour lo dump in a 
fill. 


The roads are a-building. 


Travelers used to the twisting, hill climbing, 
neck-snatching, spring-whamming, usual Georgia 
roads will find these new roads—when ; complet- 
ed—a revelation in smoothness. 


No grades will be steep, no curves sharp. A 
one-inch move of the steering wheel will negoti- 
ate any of the federally approved bends. 


Going down the existing roads, a Georgia mo- 
torist sees the signs of progress. 


“Turn off two-way radios—Blasting ahead.”’ 


Someone figured out that the frequency of two- 
way car radios was close to that used to set off 
the tremendous dynamite blasts necessary to 
move Georgia's granite. 


Imagine setting the charges for such a blast 


and some guy with a two-way radio calling in to 
somebody else and setting the charge off. 


Those stohs you see sticking up out of a stub- 
born piece of granite along the roadside are pegs 
used tc keep water out of drilled holes where dy- 
namite will be .set to blast the stone into small 
enough pieces to haul away. 


Millions of dollars are being spent, scheduled 
to be spent, planned to be spent, te speed the 
motorists in Georgia down the highways. The 
mark of these millions may be seen in the ex- 
pressway construction around Atlanta. 


Out toward Covington there is work aplenty 
for the sidewalk superintendent to oversee—if he 
can figure out the engineering involved in what 
looks tike pure confusion of man and machine. 


.. . But the road he traveled to get there shows 
the wisdom apparent in the confusion—a smooth, 
concrete ribbon designed for continuous high 
speed travel. 


There is a feeling of accomplishment for the

“Whatever the qualms and 
criticisms of those who assail the 
state government for taking this 
course, the dire predictions of 
fiscal bankruptcy and _ impair- 
ment of the existing school sys- 
tem,’ the report continued, “‘it 
is manifestly clear that tuition 
grants constitute the principal 
alternative to forced association 
and all the evils of racial amalga- 
mation.”’ 


“We recommend that the plan 
be strengthened, and not be per- 
mitted to suffer at the hands of 
integrationists parading under 
false colors as champions of the 
public school system,” the re- 
port said. 


The subcommittee report said 
that the repeal of compulsory 
school attendance laws in Vir- 
ginia “has not noticeably re- 
duced the average daily attend- 


ance and that fears in this direc- 
tion are groundless.” 


“Committed as we are to ‘free- 
dom of choice’ and faced with the 
reality that freedom cannot be 
realized under present laws,” the 
report continued, “‘we recommend 
that immediate attention be given 
to this problem and that such leg- 
islation as is required be enact- 
ed. We will have a specific rec- 
ommendation in this area to make 
to the next session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly.”’ 


In addition, the subcommittee 
recommended: the State Depart- 
ment of Education request schoo!

WASHINGTON—For us the Berlin crisis is 
tolling more than one bell, more than a warn- 
ing that the end for the West may yet be war 


or undue yielding in the face of the increasing ugliness of i interna- 
tional communism. It is tolling a warning also that even a satisfac- 
tory temporary solution of Berlin will leave us facing a long, 
long necessity to bolster our alliances abroad without sacrificing 
the unity desperately needed at home. 


Berlin as the greatest foreign 
policy problem abroad is now be- 
coming interlinked with the 
greatest foreign policy problem at 
home. This is how to obtain con- 
gressional approval of President 
Kennedy’s strong and unpolitical 
foreign aid bill without doing 
violence to those of principled 
conviction who now oppose its 
heart. 

This heart is the President's 
request for authority to make 
five-year aid commitments and 
so to introduce one certainty 
into this world of uncertainty— 
the certainty of friends abroad 
that what is promised them in the 
beginning will be carried through 
to the end. The President rightly 
insists that he must not have to 
come back to Congress every 12 
months for installment money 
in order to finish the job. 


What the principled opposition 
in Congress fears, and under- 
standably, is that this method 
would somehow bypass the con- 
stitutional right of Congress to 
make and oversee all appropria- 
tions. - 


What President Kennedy and 


also former President Eisen- 
hower and other leading Repub- 


licans fear—know rather—is that 
in this hour when weaker nations 
are under such temptation to 
leave the free alliance under 
Soviet fear-pressure, no mere 
aid - on - the-instalkment-plan can 
guarantee to keep that alliance 
strong. 

This correspondent, as a pretty 


pro-Congress observer, believes 
congressional fears here are 
wholly exaggerated. Neverthe- 


less, honorable compromise is the 
real meaning of free government, 
and so the following possible com- 
promise is thrown out for con- 
sideration: 

Let the President’s five-year 
authority be granted. This would 
acknowledge what is unchange- 
ably true, which is that any 
President must be given wide 
latitude in operating foreign re- 
lations, and especially in a time 
of many dangers. 

But let Congress then set up a 
small, inexpensive staff to keep 
watch on what happens to aid 
money in_ recipient countries. 
This staff would have no power 
to meddle or snoop abroad. It 
would only have the mission to 
examine, with savvy, the expen- 
ditures and budgets of these

But this was the era of giants. 
His major league career, 1908-1920, 
spanned the heyday of Christy 
Mathewson, Cy Young, Walter John- 
son, Grover Cleveland Alexander, 
and Ty Cobb. 


The aura of these colorful char- 
acters and the legends which grew 
up around their spectacular deeds nat- 
urally overshadowed the mild-man- 
nered and soft-spoken Californian. 


Cravath embarked on his odyssey 
through baseball in 1903, signing with 
the Los Angeles club in the Pacific 
Coast League at the relatively late 
age of 23.

«gether in 1915, the Phils capturing their first National League 
, and Cravath crashing 24 home-runs to set a major league 
mark that was to stand until 1919, when Ruth powered 29. 


Memories become understandably blurred after 46 years, but 
Cravath, now a United States District Judge in Laguna Beach, 
Calif., vividly recalls his only World Series. 


« “Woodrow Wilson was there to throw out the first ball (the 
first President to attend a World Series) and it was one of the 
great thrills of my life,”’ he said recently. 


Cravath again led National League home-run hitters with 
eight and twelve in 1918 and 1919. 


_ |. The year 1919 was a bleak one for the Phillies. Financial woes 
necessitated the sale of the name players, among them the im- 
mortal ‘‘Alex the Great,”’ Grover Cleveland Alexander. 


“The Phils were pretty bad those two years, but not nearly 
as bad as today,” says Cravath. 


_ After the 1920 season, Cravath left baseball for good because, 
as he says, “Father Time was beating me on the back and I was 
getting a little old to keep playing ball.” 


“I learned the law by experience and have been a judge 
.. for eran forty years. I leve baseball, but I’m glad I got out 
- when I did. 


“Back in those days, if a pitcher didn't try to dust you off at 
the plate, you couldn't consider yourself much of a ballplayer. 
I'm proud to say that I’ve been knocked down by the best of ‘em.”’

To the inevitable question of Mantle and Maris versus Babe 
Ruth’s homer mark, Cravath answered that he hopes one or both 
will break the record.

“Of course the ball and bat used today do play an important 
part in it, but I believe that it’s 95 per cent ability.

“The Babe carried a 42-ouncer, and still managed to hit 60 
hidmers in 1927.” 


Cravath has not completely fadea from the memory of the 
baseball world, for in Gatlinburg, Tenn., lives a man with vivid 
memories of him. 


“Remember Cravath?” laughed Hub Perdue, who pitched 
against him while with the Cardinals and Boston Braves.

Be sure you really need it be- 
fore changing. To enlarge, 
trim around neck a tiny bit, 
much less than you think is 
necessary. If neckline is faced, 
trim facing the same amount. 
Also adjust collar. 


If neckline is too large, it 
may be stretched. Try putting 
a line of stay-stitching around 
neckline and ease it to its 
original size. If it is much too 
large, try one of three things. 
1—Sew a %-inch seam instead 
of %-inch as patterns allow, 
making it “%-inch smaller. 2—~— 
Make two small darts at back 
of neck, taking in excess full- 
ness. 3—Take shoulder seam 
in a bit at neck edge and taper 
back to normal shoulder seam. 
The last method is only a last 
resort. The first two are pref- 
erable. 


Skirt: Baste skirt to bodice. 
Try on and close placket ac- 
curately. Adjust darts and 
seams, always working on 
front and back first, then side 
seams. The skirt should - fit 
easily at hipline. If too tight, 
it will wrinkle across the ab- 
domen after you sit down, and 
will make you look much heav- 
ier. Sit down to see if you al- 
lowed enough ease. 


If skirt draws across abdo- 
men and hips, it’s too tight. If 
you have a sway back and 
didn’t adjust the pattern, there 
will be a fold at the center 
back about 3 inches below 
waistline. Lift center back of 
skirt until fold disappears and 
pin to blouse, forming a new 
waistline seam. Lift so that the 
widest part is at center back 
tapering to the original waist- 
line at side seams. 


Armbhole: If too tight, trim off 
a little at lower curve between 
front and back notches. Trim 
off no more than %-inch at 
underarm seam and taper to 
nothing at notches.

* But Reuther did not say wheth- 
er he would press General Mo- 
ters, Ford and Chrysler to share 
profits with workers—a proposal 
the firms are on record as op- 
posing. GM, Ford and Chrysler 
officials declined immediate com- 
ment on Saturday’s settlement at 
AMC, 


“UAW negotiators were expected 
to point to several other union 
demands granted in the American 
Motors package in home stretch 
pargaining with the Big Three, 
whose current contracts expire in 
four days. 


‘Union representatives were to 
meet Sunday with Chrysler offi- 
Se and Monday with GM and 
‘ord negotiators. 

-UAW and AMC bargainers met 
again Sunday to discuss local 
working agreements for company 


auto plants at Milwaukee andif 


Kenosha, .Wis., and AMC’s Kel- 
vinator appliance division at 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 


“The AMC agreement is subject 
to*local plant settlements. A com- 
pany spokesman said, ‘Unless 
these are obtained, there’s not go- 
ing to be a (national) settlement.” 


Among major union demands 
granted by AMC were: 


1. Extension of the cost of living 
and annual improvement factor. 
In addition, 12 of the 17 cents 
gained in past years under the 
cost of living escalator were made 
a permanent addition to hourly 
pay. 

“The improvement factor, how- 
ever, remained a 6-cent-an-hour 
or 2% per cent raise—whichever 
is greater—each year for three 
yéars. The UAW had asked for an 
increase in the improvement fac- 
tor. The company had asked that 
the factor be scrapped. 


2. Increased and extended sup- 
plemental unemployment bene- 
fits. AMC workers now would re- 
ceive 62 per cent of gross pay, 
instead of 65 per cent of net (take- 
hore) pay, plus $1.50 weekly for 
each dependent up to four, up to 
a maximum of $40 weekly for 52 
weeks. 

The previous ceiling was $30 
weekly for 34 weeks in Wisconsin 
where some 23,000 of AMC’s 25,- 
000 hourly workers are located. 


3. Increased pensions. Em- 
ployes retiring after Jan. 1, 1962, 
would receive each month $2.80 
multiplied by the number of cred- 
ited years of service. The current 
rate is $2.40 for each year of ser- 
vice before 1958, $2.43 for 1958 and 
$2.50 for each year since 1958. 


Also under the new agreement 
a.worker could, at a reduced pen- 
sioh, provide that his widow re- 


ceive a. pension for life after his 


death. Now the pension dies with 
the retiree. 


Two major union goals not in- 
cluded in the package, however, 
were a shorter work week and 
an annual salary, instead of hour- 
ly pay, for production workers. 


The settlement did include a 
proposal to give a worker one- 
half the hourly rate for each hour 
worked less than 40 in a short 
work week—"if there is no em- 
ploye responsibility for his short 
work week.” 


Outside of profit-sharing, which 
AMC brought up this year, the 
UAW’s demands on all four auto- 
makers were substantially the 
same. 


The Big Three’s offers last 
week on these demands, the union 
said, are inadequate. 


The offers included increases in 
pay and fringe benefits and an 
extra pay proposal similar to 
AMC’s for short work weeks. But 
the Big Three firms did not offer

Good Health 


Beware 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Would you 
give me a list of acid-forming 
foods? This is most important 
because my system is full of 
acid.—M. M. 


My son has not been well 
and refuses to go to a doctor. 
He has found his symptoms in 
some sort of a book and has 
diagnosed his problem as pella- 
gra. Please tell me about 
pellagra. Is it serious? What 
can be done?—Mrs. E. M. 


We’re quite a nation of do-it- 
yourselfers these days. I'm in fa- 


‘vor of all of us doing the things 


that preserve health. But I’m def- 
initely frightened by some of the 
do-it-yourself diagnoses I hear 
about. 


Diagnosis, at best, is difficult. 
Even doctors go to other doctors 
to judge their own symptoms. 
Worry, fear, overconfidence, all 
sorts of things can disturb judg- 
ment, and its better and safer to 
have some other doctor do the 
diagnosing. He has _ perspective. 
He also can sometimes see things 
which have developed so subtly 
the patient himself doesn’t notice 
them. Also beware of the danger 
of self-diagnosis. 


That’s the answer to today’s two 
letters. In the first one, ‘‘acid in 
the sytem’’ is one of those 
phrases that simply do not mean 
anything. 


True, analysis of different body 
fluids may show a significant dif- 
ference in degree of acidity. The 
stomach fluids, for example, 
should be acid. Lack of acid, 
there is a sign of something wrong. 


Furthermore, no foods cause the 
system to become either more or 
less acid. Foods of any type are 
digested and broken up into other 
chemicals. Tomatoes, for one 
example, are mildly acid — but 
they do not make either the 
stomach or the system “acid.” 


Now for the second letter: Yes, 
pellagra can be serious. 


Pellagra happens in some (not 
most) farming section of the 
world where people live principal- 
ly on starchy foods and vegeta- 
bles (potatoes, etc.) but don’t get 
enough meat, fish, dairy products 
and such high-protein foods. It is 
the result of continued lack of 
vitamin B2 and related vitamins 
and protein in the diet. 


Pellagra virtually never occurs 
in cities. So in a case like to- 
day’s, it’s a million-to-one chance 
that it isn’t pellagra. Or if, through 
extraordinarily bad and needless- 
ly bad diet, it is pellagra, it’s 
pretty illogical to hunt through 
‘“‘some kind of a book,” rather 
than to follow the simple rules of 
good diet. 


It’s too easy for someone try- 
ing do-it-yourself diagnosis to de- 
cide a single -symptom identifies 
the trouble. 


For a few common examples: 
Tuberculosis still goes unchal- 
lenged because a victim says it’s 
“bronchitis” or “a cigarette 
cough.”’ Chest pain due to heart 
trouble is dismissed as ‘“‘indiges- 
tion.”’” Appendicitis or gall blad-

der trouble is passed off as ‘‘some- 
thing I ate.” 


Diagnosis isn’t that simple. In 
fact, I can’t offhand think of any 
trouble that can be identified by 
just one symptom or two. It takes 
several and sometimes a great 
many facts to solve the case. 


Can anything be done for en- 
larged pores on the face?— 
L. C.

that on Sept. 3 the federal mini- 
mum wage goes to $1.15 an hour 
for those already covered. Many 
thousands more will come under 
the law for the first time at a 
starting rate of $1, the present 
minimum wage. 


The Labor Department noted 
that the present requirement for 
time-and-a-half pay for all hours 
over 40 in a work week will con- 
tinue to apply for those already 
covered. For employes newly cov- 
ered under the act, overtime pro- 
visions will not apply until 1963. 


The newly covered workers are 
largely in the retail and service 
fields with specific exceptions for 
employes of hotels, motels, res- 
taurants, hospitals and a few oth- 
er service establishments.

Just Hear Those

Sometimes, in the dead of night, 


you can 


stand on the corner of Hollywood and Vine and 
hear coyotes. howling in the Hollywood hills about 


a mile away. 

The explanation for this is 
that Los Angeles, big and 
sprawling though it is and inter- 
laced with modern freeways, 
still has large areas of wooded 
or brush-covered hills. And 
some parts of the city back up 
against mountains. 

Now, after three years of 
drought, the animals have 
moved into the city itself in 
search of food and water. 

The coyote apparently be- 
lieves that he is smarter than 
humans, and veteran animal 
control men aren’t so sure but 
what he is. He is certainly an 
animal that knows how to adjust 
to circumstance, a_ creature 
that looks like a dog and can, 


if need arises, bark like one. 

Animal-control men swear 
that when they leave the city to 
trail a coyote, the animal cir- 
cles and heads toward the resi- 
dential areas, where it’s difficult 
to fire a gun. 

If dogs and traps are used, 
the coyote has been known to 
lead the dog into the traps. 

As for their howling, there 
is a strong suspicion that they 
deliberately and knowingly set 
out to annoy humans. There 
have been times when, at Los 
Angels fanned open air Greek 
theater, a noted singer has 
paused for breath—and a coyote 
in the surrounding hilis has 
mye up the refrain.
